Great Britain’s special stamp programme 
has been working its way through a glut 
of historical landmarks recently, with the 
175th anniversary of the postage stamp, 
the 100th anniversary of World War I 
(part two), the 800th anniversary of Magna Carta and 
the 200th anniversary of the Battle of Waterloo, and 
now the 75th anniversary of the Battle of Britain. 

Phew! For some collectors, perhaps, it’s all got a 
bit heavy, and it will be a relief to get back to lighter 
thematic issues featuring bees and rugby, which are 
coming up next. 

Should Royal Mail have gone a little easier on the 
history lesson? No, I don’t think so. 

For all the allure of scenery, architecture, flora and 
fauna, transport and popular culture, any nation’s 
stamp-issuing programme is at its best when it 
celebrates the historical moments and personalities 
that made it what it is — and that is especially true 
where they had a big influence on the wider world. 

All five of the events in this succession of British 
commemorations did just that, and all of them are 
also being marked by stamp issues from other 
countries, which tells us something. 

Do I sense a slight reticence on Royal Mail’s part to 
make too much of the Battle of Britain issue, which 
comes in the form of a miniature sheet only? 

Perhaps that’s because an anniversary with a '5’ in it 
is less impressive than one with a '00’ in it. Or is it 
because no new issue could hope to stand 
comparison with that of 1965?

New Zealand defends 
the microprinting of its 
country name on stamps 


New Zealand Post has insisted that its stannps do confornn to the 
rules of the Universal Postal Union, even though the country nanne 
on the recent 1915 Spirit of Anzac set was so snnall as to be alnnost 
invisible to the naked eye. 

The six 80c, two $2 and two $2.50 values, which were issued only 
in a range of sheetlets and nniniature sheets (May issue, page 9), 
had ‘New Zealand’ nnicroprinted alongside a stylised poppy as part 
of the WW100 connnnennorations logo, but otherwise it did not 
appear on any of the designs. 

Article 8 of the Universal Postal Convention states that all stannps 
should state their country of origin except Great Britain (exennpted 
because it issued the first stamps in 1840), which instead uses a 
portrait or cameo of the monarch byway of identification.

No minimum size is laid down for this inscription, but as it is 
almost illegible on the Spirit of Anzac stamps they could in theory 
be deemed invalid for international mail. 

An NZ Post spokesperson said: ‘As per UPU guidelines, all of our 
stamps do have the country of origin shown on them, as well as New 
Zealand Post’s unique fern identifier. 

‘On the Spirit of Anzac stamps, the country name forms part of the 
WW100 logo, and we decided that it would look odd if we put it on 
the stamp twice.’

World's most expensive stamp 
is owned by a shoemaker 

The owner of the world’s most expensive stamp, the unique British Guiana 1856 1c 
black on magenta, has publicly revealed his identity a year after buying it at a 
Sotheby’s auction in New York. 

The man who paid a world record £5. 6m (including buyer’s premium) for the stamp in 
June 2014 was Stuart Weitzman, a 73-year- old American fashion designer whose 
fortune was made in the footwear industry. 

Known for the ‘million dollar’ shoes worn by celebrities at red-carpet events, 
Weitzman told the New York Times that as a child he had a worldwide stamp album 
which had a big space on one page forthe British Guiana 1c! 

He gave his interview as the stamp went on display that the Smithsonian’s National 
Postal Museum in Washington DC. Apart from making a brief appearance at 
Monacophil in December, it will remain there until November 2017, longer than it has 
ever previously been on public view. 

Weitzman also revealed himself as the current owner of the unique plate block of 
four of the USA 1918 24c ‘Inverted Jenny’ printing error, which he is believed to have 
purchased from the Mystic Stamp Company for about £3. 2m, also in 2014. 

Weitzman began designing shoes for his father’s company in Haverhill, 
Massachusetts, in the early 1960s. They are now sold in more than 70 countries. 
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Canada perforation 
error could be a 
modern rarity 

A dramatic perforation error on Canada’s 2015 Pansies miniature 
sheet has been discovered by a dealer in Quebec. 

The perforations are shifted upwards and slightly to the right, 
leaving a blank space above the images on the two se-tenant 
designs, and the country name and value (a Permanent symbol in 
each case) missing from the stamps. 

Michelle Levesque, the co-owner of the Zimo Stamp Co found 
four misperforated sheets among a batch she was using as 
postage to clients. 

The company was waiting to see whether further examples came 
to light before offering the errors for sale. 
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Gibraltar's golden 
high-value celebrates 
the Queen's longevity 



With Queen Elizabeth 
II set to become 
Britain’s longest- 
reigning monarch on 
September 10, 

Gibraltar has issued 
a special high-value 
stamp printed using 
22-carat gold leaf. 

Based on a 
photograph of the 
Queen seated on a 
throne, taken by Sir 
Cecil Beaton in 1955, 
it is Gibraltar’s first 
ever £10 stamp, and 
the first to carry the inscription ‘Queen of Gibraltar’. 

Printed by Lowe Martin using offset lithography and 
thermography, it is also available in a limited-edition miniature 
sheet of four stamps in a commemortive folder, priced £40. 
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Ireland issue 
venerates 
W B Yeats 


Ireland has issued a stamp to mark the 
150th anniversary of William Butler Yeats, 
the country’s most famous poet. 

Born in Dublin in 1865,WB Yeats was a 
driving force behind the Irish literary 
revival of the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries, and was the first Irishman to win 
the Nobel Prize for Literature, in 1923. 

Although he grew up as part of the 
Protestant minority, he became a 
nationalist and a republican. He served as a 
Senator in the Irish Free State, but at other 
times distanced himself from politics.

Obituaries: 
Arthur Gray 


Germany celebrates its 
founding father Bismarck 


Australia’s best 
known collector, 

Arthur Gray, has 
died at the age of 76. 

After a successful 
business career. 

Gray did not nnake a 
name for himself in 
philatelic circles 
until he began 
exhibiting in 1998, 
but went on to win more than 20 large gold 
medals at international exhibitions, mostly 
with his Australian Commonwealth 
collections. 

In New York in 2007, his collection of the 
iconic Kangaroo & Map definitive series was 
sold by Shreves for a total of about £3. 5m, a 
world record for a 20th-century collection. 

His wider King George V collection is due 
to be auctioned by Mossgreen in Melbourne 
in October. 

Charles 

Goodwyn 

Charles Goodwyn, who was the Keeper of 
the Royal Philatelic Collection from 1995 
until 2003, has died at the age of 81 . 

Goodwyn is credited with making the 
Collection more visible to ordinary 
collectors than it had previously been, by 
showing elements of it at exhibitions and 
other events in Britain and overseas. 

A specialist in the philately of Hong Kong 
and China, and a signatory of the Roll of 
Distinguished Philatelists, he also served 
as Secretary, Treasurer and President of 
the Royal Philatelic Society London. 




Germany has marked the 200th birth 
anniversary of the founding father of 
the nation, Otto von Bismarck, with a 
portrait stamp. 

Germany was a loosely affiliated 
collection of separate kingdoms, 
dukedoms and city states before 
Bismarck, as Minister President of 
Prussia, unified them through skilful 
diplomacy and a series of short wars 
against Denmark, Austria and France 
in the 1860s and 1870s. 

He then served as the first Chancellor of the German Empire from 1871-90, aiming to 
keep the peace while building up German influence in Europe. 


Greenland's SEPAC design 
mirrors Europa, with a twist 


Greenland’s contribution to the SEPAC 
(Small European Postal Administrations 
Co-operation) omnibus issue, whose 2015 
theme is culture, is entitled Gay Pride. 

The design is an adaptation of a 
Greenlandic toy, pulaartut, which also 
features on the country’s 2015 Europa 
omnibus stamp on the theme of old toys.

CHINA 1882 

First-issue 
multiple 

The Kelleher & Rogers 
auction in Hong Kong 
featured this year’s most 
spectacular find: three large mint blocks of 
the top value from the ‘Large Dragons’ first 
issue of China, the 5ca yellow-ochre. 

The top price was fetched by a block of 19 
from setting 3, the second largest multiple 
known to survive from the 1882 printing on 
thin paper, which makes it one of the most 
important pieces in Chinese philately. 

The three blocks lay undiscovered in an 
English attic for well over a century after 
being brought back from Shanghai by an 
English missionary, and were dubbed the 
‘Lady Cotswolds Missionary Find’. 

Spare a thought for the vendor who got 
‘only’ £79,000 for them in a non-specialist 
auction in Gloucestershire in January! 



FRANCE 1918 

Postcard illustrated by Picasso 


A postcard written 
and illustrated by 
the Spanish artist 
Pablo Picasso 
unsurprisingly 
caught the eye at 
Gartner’s sale, 
selling for 50% more 
than its estimate. 

Written in 
September 1918 to 
the poet and art 
critic Guillaume 
Apollinaire, it is 
adorned with a cubist 

portrait of Apollinaire signed by Picasso. This appears to have been the basis for a painting 
entitled Huile et Sable, which is housed in the Guggenheim Museum in New York. 

Sent from Bedous in south-west France to the capital, Paris, in the latter stages of World 
War I, the card never reached the addressee, and is postmarked ‘Rebut’ (rejected).

EGYPT 1867 

Unique combination cover 

Corinphila’s auction of the Peter 
Smith collections of Egypt and 
Sudan saw many rare covers 
attract competitive bidding, 
which lasted until well after 
midnight. The belle of the ball 
was one of the great exhibition 
pieces of classic Egypt. 

This 1867 cover from Jeddah 
(now in Saudi Arabia) to Suez 
has the only known combination 
franking of stamps from Egypt’s 
first and second issues. 

The sender originally affixed an 1866 2pi yellow, with the issue’s characteristic 
inscriptions over the design in black. An 1867 Ipi red, illustrating the Sphinx and a pyramid, 
was added later, when it was realised that the letter was triple-weight. 

The estimate of £10,000 was annihilated as the cover sold for well over five times that.

WURTTEMBERG 1873 

Largest known multiple of 70k top value 


A unique item of Wurttemberg postal 
history came up at Gartner: a piece of 
parcel card franked with eight of the 1873 
70k violet, which was by far the German 
state’s highest value stamp. 

A 24kg parcel from Stuttgart to Vienna 
was pre-paid with a block of six and a 
further pair of these stamps, the former 
being the largest known multiple. 


Indeed, it is the largest possible 
multiple, as the stamps were printed in 
sheetlets of six, imperforate but with 
dotted-line divisions between them to 
help postal staff cut them neatly. 

Wurttemberg switched its currency 
from kreuzerto marks in 1875.

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GERMAN EAST AFRICA 1916 

Unique usage of the 1r 


Only about 40 examples of the German East 
Africa 1916 1r carmine are known used, and 
Gartner offered the only one on parcel card. 

Limited stocks of the stamp, which was 
printed in Germany with the Yacht key-type 
colonial design, had been sneaked through 
the Royal Navy’s blockade in March 1916 by 
the supply ship Marie. 

This was the last issue of the German 
colony, which was placed under a British 
mandate at the end of World War I as 
Tanganyika, and is nowTanzania.

The section of Mossgreen’s sale devoted to 
Australia’s famous Kangaroo & Map 
definitive series included this fine 1913-14 
first-watermark marginal example of the £1 
brown and ultramarine with the monogram 
of the printer, J B Cooke. 

Only five mint copies exist, and only two of 
them are in private hands, so this is not an 
opportunity which comes up often. 

Interestingly, the auction also offered 
bidders the chance to buy the same stamp 
with the similarly rare Commonwealth of 
Australia monogram, and it sold for exactly 
the same price.

Regency Superior sold a remarkable 1949 cover from Canton in China to Colorado in the 
USA, with one of the largest known frankings of meter mark strips from the city. 

Registered on May 10, 1949, soon after the Nationalist Government relocated to Canton 
after losing control of Beijing to the communists, it has 10 overlapping strips (five on the 
front and five on the back) from Canton’s machine No2, with its flying goose identifier. 

The lack of a date printed in the circular element indicates that they were sold over the 
counter as a provisional measure because of a shortage of suitable stamps. 

Together with six postage stamps (three on the front and three on the back), they pay a 
total of $15,350,000 in postage, during the period of hyperinflation at the end of the civil war.

High-value colour trials 


Spink’s sale of the ‘Lion heart’ collection included a stunning 
set of 20 colour trials for India’s 1895 high values. 

Printed in a wide variety of two-colour combinations, they 
were all 2r denominations in the new large-format design, 
with its portrait of Queen Victoria by Heinrich von Angeli. 

The stamps eventually issued were a 2r carmine and brown, 
a 3r brown and green and a 5r ultramarine and violet.

Addressed to Scotland on April 10, 1900, it has a block of four Cape of Good Hope Id 
stamps with the ‘Mafeking besieged’ type 1 (serifed) overprint and 3d surcharge, as used 
from March 23 to April 28 only. 

The stamps pre-paid the postage for the so-called ‘northern route’ out of the British 
stronghold, and the reverse of the cover has datestamps for Crocodile Pools and Bulawayo 
(now in Zimbabwe). It also has an Inverurie arrival datestamp of June 9.

Brigham’s sale of Canadian material from the reigns of George V, Edward VIII and 
George VI might have been small, but it was high on quality. 

One of the top realisations was for a presentation card mounted with a complete set of 
imperforate black proofs for the 1927 60th Anniversary of Confederation commemorative 
issue, complete with its accompanying special delivery stamp. 

It is thought to be the only such presentation card in private hands.

R oyal Mail will release a six-stamp 

miniature sheet commemorating the 
75th anniversary of the Battle of 
Britain on July 16. 

The first major battle in history fought 
entirely in the air was contested over 
southern England from July to October 
1940. It proved a key turning point in 
World War II, as the Royal Air Force 
denied Germany’s Luftwaffe the air 
superiority which was the prerequisite of an 
attempt to invade. 

Unlike the famous 25th anniversary issue 
of 1965, the stamps feature photographic 
images, all monochrome, and focus mainly 
on the people involved, including fighter 
pilots, ground crew, observers and 
operations room staff. Only one design 
shows aircraft in flight. 

The border, also based on a monochrome 
photograph, depicts Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill visiting a coastal defence 
position near Hartlepool on July 31, 1940, 
and reproduces his famous quote that 
‘Never in the field of human conflict was so 
much owed by so many to so few’. 

The stamps were designed by The Team, 
and the miniature sheet by Supple Studio. 
The issue was printed in litho by 
International Security Printers.

Postbox plaques for 
50 special stamps 


As part of Royal Mail’s celebration of what it considers 
to be the 50th anniversary of the start of the modern 
special stamp programme, plaques illustrating some of 
its most popular designs are being mounted on 50 
postboxes around the UK. 

Each plaque has a connection with the city, town or 
village where the postbox is located, usually by 
featuring a local landmark or someone who was born 
there. It is hoped that they will attract interest from 
locals and tourists alike. 

The stamp subjects range from Winston Churchill to 
Bagpuss, the Giant’s Causeway to Wembley Stadium, 
and the Tenby lifeboat to St Andrews golf course. 

Following the initial announcement at the beginning of 
June, the plaques were being mounted piecemeal 
throughout the month, with unveilings by local 
dignitaries typically attracting plenty of press coverage 
in local newspapers.

Historic personalities who will be celebrated include

DEFINITIVE PRINTINGS 

Of the gummed pane of definitives which featured in the 
Battle of Waterloo prestige stamp book, the 5p already 
existed with the ‘M15L year code from the First World 
War PSB issued in May, while the lOp, 50p and £1 are new 
catalogue entries. 

A new printing of the lOp self-adhesive has also been 
reported with a 2015 year code in the security overlay. 

SLOGAN POSTMARKS 

Royal Mail used slogan postmarks in June to mark the 
Magna Carta and Battle of Waterloo anniversaries on 
June 15 and June 18, and Armed Forces Day on June 27. 

POST & GO MACHINES 

The M002 Post & Go vending machine has been moved 
from the enquiry office at Crewe to the one at Mount 
Pleasant in London, where it went into operation on June 
3, selling Machin-design 1st class stamps with no year 
code and 2nd class stamps with the ‘MA12’ year code. The 
overprint has no location identifier. 

We understand that the M001 machine has been 
redeployed for testing purposes, at a venue which is not 
open to the public. 

POST & GO VARIETIES 

Several varieties have been reported on Post & Go 
stamps from the machine at the British Postal Museum & 
Archive in London. 

They include a line of text indented by one character 
and the last full stop missing from the location identifier. 
The stamps affected include those with the Anthony 
Trollope commemorative inscription. 

COLLECTABLES BROCHURE 

A handsome 86-page full-colour brochure promoting 
Royal Mail collectables of all kinds has been sent to 
subscribers to the philatelic service. 

Entitled Collections Summer 15, it includes all of the 
latest special stamp issues, as well as medal covers (but 
not standard first day covers), gold coin collections, 
framed stamps, books, albums, place mats, pin badges 
and teddy bears. There are even some Canadian stamps! 

The customer service telephone number is not that of 
Tallents House in Edinburgh, but 03457 641641. 

OFCOM REVIEW 

Ofcom, the communications watchdog, has announced 
that it is to review how Royal Mail is regulated after 
Whistl, its biggest competitor in the direct delivery of 
letters, withdrew from the market in May. 

That could mean the return of a cap on increases in the 
price of 1st class stamps. Price rises for 2nd class 
stamps are already linked to the rate of inflation. 

Ofcom is concerned that, without competition. Royal 
Mail might become less efficient, which in the long term 
could threaten the universal postal service.

Putting up prices is an 
obvious recourse in a 
monopoly position 

In response to John Grace’s Devil’s 
Advocate column (June issue, page 35), yes, 
stamp sales are of course subsidising 
Britain’s parcel service. There’s no surprise 
about that! 

John is also right to note that the falling 
price of fuel, probably Royal Mail’s biggest 
cost after wages, should have meant that a 
stamp price hike was unnecessary. 

However, this is the real world, a world 
where profit is paramount. Since 
privatisation, the company’s share price has 
taken precedence over everything else. It is 
called ‘free enterprise’. 

As far as delivering letters is concerned. 
Royal Mail has a monopoly position (the holy 
grail in a free-market economy), so putting 
up the price of letter-rate stamps was a 
no-brainer. 

I suspect postage rates will continue to 
rise in the future, even if post offices prefer 
to use those horrible labels which are a lot 
cheaper to produce than pretty 
commemoratives.

At the front of the queue for the 
limited-edition Penny Black souvenir 

I sympathise with Ian Billings of Norvic Philatelies (July issue, page 27), who has been 
most helpful to me in the past, in his assertion that the issue of the limited-edition 175th 
Anniversary of the Penny Black miniature sheet at London 2015 Europhilex was 
mishandled. 

I also sympathise with the suggestion by Mike Dornbrock (July issue, page 28) that 
international stamp exhibitions should be held elsewhere than London from time to time, 
to attract collectors from different parts of Britain. 

However, being fortunate enough to live conveniently close to the venue in north 
London, and having volunteered to assist at Europhilex as a meeter and greeter, I have a 
different perspective. 

I was able to achieve what for me was a first: not being on duty until 11am on the first 
day, I was able to get to the Royal Mail stand at 9.30am, when the counter staff were still 
being briefed prior to the 10am opening time.

The counter clerk who served me commented on how lucky I was to be able to buy 
sheets 0002, 0003 and 0004, explaining that 0001 had been sent to the Queen for the Royal 
Philatelic Collection. 

On the last day of the exhibition I purchased another three sheets, numbered in the 
3000s, but it never occurred to me to Join the queue more than once on the same day to try 
to purchase extra copies.

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SOAPBOX 

Are Post & Go stamps being discredited by overseas territories which adopt them purely 
for philatelic purposes? Graham Knight sees no sense in Gibraltar's recent issue 


An interesting post by Ian 
Billings on his well-infornned 
Norvic Philatelies blog 
(www.blog.norphil.co.uk) at the 
end of May illustrated perfectly 
why the current fad for Post & Go 
stannps nnight soon fade away. 

Many collectors are growing 
tired with the exploitative 
nonsense that surrounds these 
issues, especially now that 
overseas postal authorities such 
as Jersey, Guernsey and 
Gibraltar have got involved. 

STRANGE ARRANGEMENT 

Two weeks before Gibraltar 
joined the Post & Go brigade, 
with the GI01 vending machine at 
London 2015 Europhilex, Ian had 
asked for details of what would 
be available. The Royal Gibraltar 
Post Office had been unable to 
tell him. 

At the event, Ian had checked to 
see whether any stamps from a 
'back-office' machine or first day 
cancellations were available 
from the Gibraltar Stamps stand. 
None were. 

Several weeks later, he was 
bemused to be informed that the 
Gibraltar philatelic bureau was 
offering stamps with a 'GT 
country code, from the B002 
machine, and first day covers. 

Although we know that most 
modern first day covers are not 
produced on the day of issue but 
prepared in advance, Ian 
wondered whether this was the 
first case of one which was not 
available from either the 
philatelic bureau or an exhibition 
stand on the day of issue, but 
contrived two weeks later? 

To make matters worse, as he 
pointed out, the B002 machine is 
located in Bristol, so it is only 
pretending to be a Gibraltar 
machine. There is no public- 
access Post & Go kiosk in the 
colony; indeed, it is thought there 
is no kiosk of any kind there. So 
the stamps weren't printed in 
Gibraltar, and the data-string 
printed on them is bogus. 

What happened to the kiosk 
that was at Europhilex? At the

end of the exhibition it was moved 
not to Gibraltar but to Gibraltar 
House (the territory's 
representative office in London), 
leaving the RGPO in the bizarre 
position of sanctioning stamps 
which are valid for postage only 
in Gibraltar but on public sale 
only in Britain. 

DEFEATING THE POINT 

The widespread use of machine- 
dispensed stamps by the public is 
logical and sensible, and I for one 
welcome having rapid access to a 
self-service kiosk in a post office 
ratherthan facing a long queue 
at the counter. Clearly, however, 
the philatelic side of Post & Go 
has now become nonsensical. 

It seems to me to be ridiculous 
to buy stamps items with a 
country's name printed on them 
if the country in question does 
not have even one post office 
outlet for them. When they are 
sold only in a foreign country, 
where they are not valid for 
postage, how can they be 
considered postage stamps? 

The machine identified as the 
source of the examples being 
sold by Gibraltar Stamps is 
situated 1,500 miles from 
Gibraltar, so it is unlikely to be 
useful to any Gibraltarians. And 
how many British tourists who 
are planning to visit Gibraltar will 
decide they must first go into the 
centre of London especially to 
buy stamps to take with them and 
use on postcards? 

The kiosk at Gibraltar House 
serves no practical purpose for 
anyone who wants to send mail. It 
is simply a means of increasing 
philatelic revenue. 

QUESTIONABLE STATUS 

The raison d’etre of Post & Go is 
that you buy your stamps quickly 
and conveniently for your postal 
needs. Having the vending 
machine situated in another 
country makes a mockery of that. 

Such restricted access tends to 
be a reason for stamps not being 
listed in reputable catalogues.

Missing cylinder 
numbers do not prove 
errors are genuine 

In a recent Auction Highlights report on a 
modern Great Britain missing colour error 
(June issue, page 16), you stated that the 
missing cylinder number in the selvedge 
proved it was a genuine printing error. 

This is bad philatelic analysis. Any faker 
removing the colour successfully from a 
stamp would certainly be able to remove 
the cylinder number in the same colour. 

I do not suggest that this particular item 
was other than genuine. As a general rule, 
however, such ‘proving pieces’ should be 
treated with the same caution as any other 
missing colour error, and of course are in 
equal need of an expert certificate.

The days of 2d stamp 
duty on receipts, 
cheques and more 

One of the illustrations in your feature 
about Great Britain’s 1940 Centenary of 
Postage Stamps (June issue, page 58), was 
a reminder that 2d stamps were regularly 
used for revenue purposes at the time. 

Anyone settling an account for £2 or more 
was Legally entitled to a receipt, with the 
cost borne by the supplier. 

Cheques of any value also attracted 2d 
stamp duty, with revenue stamps embossed 
on them, although in the 1960s these were 
replaced by a simple printed symbol. 

Withdrawing funds from deposit accounts 
attracted duty too, and bank cashiers kept 
stocks of 2d stamps for this purpose. 

This stamp duty was abolished upon 
decimalisation in 1971, due to fears that the 
new currency would fuel inflation.

DEVILS ADVOCATE 


LEST WE FORGET 

The 75th anniversary Battle of Britain issue had no hope of living up to the 25th anniversary 
issue, because later generations have a way of glossing over the everyday horrors of war 


T he daily reminders that 
I’m getting old I can deal 
with: the becoming a bit 
deaf, the knees creaking and the 
realisation that the wrinkly face 
looking back at me from the 
mirror is really me. These are 
all familiar signs of decrepitude 
which have lost their power of 
surprise. 

It’s the unexpected that stops 
me in my tracks. Like the 
announcement that Royal Mail is 
about to issue a set of 
commemorative stamps to 
celebrate the 75th anniversary 
of the Battle of Britain. 

I was eight years 
old, and just 
beginning my stamp 
collection, when the 
famous issue 
celebrating the 25th 
anniversary was 
released in 1965. 

I remember being 
awestruck by the 
brilliance of their 
designs. The pared- 
down graphics of 
the set of six 4d 
stamps seemed to 
capture perfectly 
both the terror and 
the danger of aerial 
combat. 

It also took me an 
age to persuade my 
mother to part with 
the cash I needed to acquire the 
9d and Is 3d stamps to complete 
the set. ‘What? Two shillings? 
For stamps you’re never going 
to use?’ she asked. 

Now 91 years old, my mum 
has never really lost the spirit of 
rationing. But then my parents 
were both veterans of the war. 
She had served on the home 
front in the Women’s Royal 
Naval Service, only narrowly 
surviving being killed in an air 
raid on Portsmouth. He had 
been in the Royal Navy, and 
three boats he had served in 
had been sunk. 

What finally persuaded my 


mum to part with two shillings 
was a combination of my 
persistence and the iconic 
nature of the Is 3d design. 
Vapour trails surrounding 
St Paul’s Cathedral was an 
image she remembered only too 
well herself. 

Revisiting that 1965 issue, 
something else occurs to me, an 
insight made possible only by 
the passing of the years. 

With so few veterans of World 
War II still alive, there’s an 
increasing tendency to 
sentimentalise the conflict. To 
concentrate on the acts of 


heroism, ratherthan the 
everyday tragedy, squalor and 
even boredom of the war. Yet 
there was nothing sentimental 
about the 1965 stamps. The 4d 
values depicted aerial warfare 
as it was: up-close and visceral. 
Spitfires and Hurricanes locking 
wings with Messerschmitts and 
Heinkels. 

Nor would veterans have 
wanted it any other way. My 
parents were always desperate 
that there should be no glossing 
over the horrors of the war, as 
had happened after World War I. 
They would probably have quite

liked one of the stamps to depict 
a plane crashing in flames, as 
the 9d stamp almost did. Lest 
we forget. 

Predictably, the 75th 
anniversary designs do not 
come close to the brilliance of 
the 1965 issue. They are full of 
real people, going about their 
important work, but they are 

more soft-focused 
and abstract. There 
is no sign of any 
actual fighting 
going on. This is 
what now passes 
for respectful, but 
it is all too often a 
later generation’s 
way of forgetting. 

In 1965 I had 
barely a thought 
about what was 
going to happen to 
me the following 
week, let alone in 
50 years’ time. It 
never occurred to 
me that I would live 
long enough for the 
Royal Mail to issue 
a second set of 

commemorative stamps for the 
Battle of Britain. 

I don’t have to worry about 
being around for the 900th 
anniversary of Magna Carta, but 
who knows what else might 
come round again? Next year 
will be the 50th anniversary of 
England winning the World Cup, 
which brings back more 
memories of my youth. 

I distinctly remember my local 
stamp dealer saying, ‘You’ll 
have to get the England Winners 
issue, son. That will be a rarity.’ 
It turns out he was right, though 
not perhaps in the way he 
meant. ■

Foot in the door 

After years of domination by gravure, it was The House of Questa that made the 
breakthrough for titho as an alternative way of printing British stamps, starting in 
1980. What was its impact on the security printing market, and on Royal Mail? 


A S a stand-alone company it 
operated for less than 20 
years, and it ceased to exist 
altogether more than a decade ago, 
yet The House of Questa had a 
huge impact on stamp printing, 
especially for Great Britain. To this 
day, it remains synonymous with 
high-quality lithographic printing. 

In the 1980s and 1990s, at a time 
when most British issues were 
printed by photogravure, it proved 
that superb stamps were wholly 
achievable with litho, and was at 
the forefront of the development 
of the process through the 
introduction of ever-finer screens. 

As a result, this ambitious little 
firm from south London punched 
above its weight, securing 
prestigious contracts with Royal 
Mail and playing a key role in 
revitalising the market for 
security printing. 

Founding fathers 

The catalyst was Wally Rodgers, 
who had left school at the age of 16 
to go into the printing trade, and 
returned to it after completing his 
National Service. 

By the mid-1960s, having learnt 
the business from top to bottom, he 
was the works director at Converta 
in Bermondsey, a company that 
was already utilising the benefits of 
offset lithography, when he set his 
sights on starting his own business 
at the quality end of the printing 
market. 

Wally was introduced to Charles 
Haswell, who had been works 
manager of Haycock Press in 
Camberwell, and was now with 3M 
in the United States, specialising in 
lithographic plates and film. It 
turned out that Charles shared 
similar ambitions. 

Wally's old school pal, Ken 
McAllan, who had been trained in 
fine art bookbinding with The Law 
Society, showed some interest in 
joining Wally and Charles, and 
after drawing up a business plan

the three men decided to give up 
their existing jobs to establish their 
own company. 

Setting up shop 

They knew what they needed to get 
started: a single-colour Heidelberg 
printing press, the best offset litho 
press available, and a guillotine.

Wally's contacts meant he could 
get credit from the companies that 
supplied ink and paper, but the 
three men would need to raise £500 
each, and two of them were 
initially refused loans. Salvation 
came from the Manager of Martins 
Bank at Elephant & Castle, who 
agreed to provide an overdraft of 
£1,500, as long as all three offered 
their homes as collateral. 

Premises were found in 
Bermondsey Street, Camberwell, 
providing l,500fP of floorspace. 
Decoration and electrical work 
were undertaken by Wally, Charles 
and Ken themselves, with help 
from friends. 

Choosing a company name was 
not easy, as combinations of their 
three names didn't work, but one 
day Ken was listening to a Paul 
Temple whodunnit on his car radio 
and was intrigued by the name of 
one of the characters, Richard 
Quester. It sounded just right, 
alluding to an ambitious pursuit

of a goal, and Questa Colour Ltd S 

was born. 

Malcolm Johnson, a freelance 
designer who like Wally had 
worked for Converta, created the 
distinctive Q-shaped 'balloon' logo 
which would later become 
recognised throughout the 
philatelic world. 

Extending the house 

The new company started trading 
on June 1, 1966. Its very first job 
was to print 100,000 lorry drivers' 
receipts for the builders' merchants 
Hall & Co. 

Wally was the one whose task it 
was to bring in the business, 
knocking on doors as necessary. He 
never approached any of Converta's 
clients, but that did not stop them 
from approaching him. The 
company quickly established itself 
as a producer of fine-quality work, 
and soon it needed extra capacity. 

New premises were found at 
Parkhouse Street in 1969, and 
another four Heidelberg presses 
were acquired. Using single-colour 
presses was not a restraint on the 
company's abilities; printing in 
multiple colours simply meant 
passing paper through the 
machines more than once, with 
perfect registration possible as long 
as temperature was controlled at a 
consistent 65°F and humidity at a 
consistent 45%. 

It was during this period of 
growth that the company name 
evolved into The House of Questa. 

First stamps 

Ironically the company got its first 
experience of printing on gummed 
paper thanks indirectly to Harrison 
& Sons, the printer which had the 
contract to produce most of Royal 
Mail's output by gravure. 

A south London neighbour, 

Caldew Colour Plates, often asked 
Questa to proof the litho printing 
plates it produced for various 
companies, and on one occasion it 
urgently needed essays of a stamp 
issue for Yemen, for which it had 
produced plates on behalf of 
Harrisons. Questa worked over a 
bank holiday weekend to print 
these, in four colours plus gold. 

More stamp work followed 
courtesy of Fouad Antoun, the 
philatelic agent for several 
countries in the Middle East, who 
realised that litho was now 
providing faster and cheaper |>

results than ever. However, Questa 
was not always comfortable with 
the dubious status of some of the 
stamps issued for the region, and 
in some cases decided not to 
become involved. 

In contrast, Wally's approach to 
the Crown Agents, just when it was 
looking for more stamp-printing 
capability for the many countries it 
represented, led to a long and 
fruitful relationship. 

This started in February 1970, 
with the five-stamp Carnival 
Winners set for Trinidad & Tobago 
which involved multicoloured 
printing of stamps in two different 
formats. The printing itself went 
smoothly, but the issue could easily 
have ended in embarrassment: 
despite all the design checks by the 
Crown Agents and the postal 
administration, it was not until the 
presses were about to roll that a 
Questa employee noticed that the 
inscription on the 40c value read 
'Trinidadad & Tobago' in error! 

Questa went on to print a host of 
stamp issues for British territories 
and Commonwealth countries, 
including Ascension, Barbados, 
Bermuda, Falkland Islands, 
Gibraltar, Guernsey, Guyana, Isle of 
Man, Jamaica, Jersey, Samoa, Sierra 
Leone, Uganda and Zambia. 

A particularly noteworthy issue 
was the 1973 Butterflies set for 
Malawi. Precisely matching the 
artwork for the miniature sheet, 
which brought together the four 
different designs in a se-tenant 
block, required no fewer than 24 
colours to be printed in separate 
passes through a single-colour 
machine, but not a single error has 
ever been discovered in this issue. 

Besides extra security, which 
necessitated a major investment in 
itself, one of the essential 
requirements of printing stamps 
was to acquire a Bickell perforating 
machine. Producing new 
perforating combs was costly, so 
the dimensions of stamps were 
often determined by the combs that 
were already available. 

Royal Mail products 

The House of Questa had 
developed the litho process to the 
extent that it had become almost 
indistinguishable from gravure, 
and its work was noticed by Don 
Ewers, a print-buyer for the Post 
Office. After visiting the plant in 
the early 1970s, he decided to place

DID YOU KNOW? 

In September 1992 the House of 
Questa conducted trials for Royal 
Mail of phosphor and fluorescent 
ink matrices overprinted on 
various Machins and country 
definitives. This was intended as a 
security measure confirming the 
denomination of the stamp and 
identifying the printer, but the 
project came to nothing. 



commercial work with the 
company, initially involving 
posters and other publicity 
material. 

The company was even 
considered for printing postal 
stationery, as there were concerns 
within the Post Office at the time 
taken for the Royal Mint to produce 
new embossed dies for certain 
items. In late 1973 Questa was 
asked to produce trials of stamp 
impressions on duplex manila 
paper and provide quotes for 
printing stationery, although it was 
not given the contract. 

The company moved one step 
closer to the world of Royal Mail 
stamps, however, when it was 
asked to print the very first stamp 
card, issued in May 1973, 
reproducing the Centenary of 
County Cricket 3p stamp. 

Stamp cards established 
themselves as a popular philatelic 
product, and soon they were being 
offered for every stamp design in 
every issue. The contract to print 
them remained with Questa for 
more than 20 years and became a 
huge undertaking. At its peak, it 
required 60,000 sheets of cardboard 
for each issue, and the installation 
of new equipment to cellophane- 
wrap the cards and protect them 
from damage. 

Some collectors even believed 
that the popular name for stamp 
cards, THQ cards', stood for 
'Printed by the House of Questa'. In 
fact, the PHQ serial numbers 
printed on the back of them stood 
for 'Post Office Headquarters'. 

Royal Mail stamps 

The vast majority of British stamps 
were printed in gravure by 
Harrisons, and the use of litho had 
endured a false start in 1969 and 
1970, when De La Rue's heavily- 
promoted Delacryl process gave 
somewhat crude results when tried 
for the Post Office Technology and 
Commonwealth Games issues. By 
the late 1970s, however. Royal Mail 
began to show an interest in what 
Questa could do. 

After a reception held to launch a 
new issue, Don Beaumont, who 
was in charge of stamp production, 
gave Wally the original artwork 
that had been used for the 1967 
stamp commemorating Sir Francis 
Chichester's single-handed 
circumnavigation in his yacht 
Gipsy Moth IV (printed in gravure |> 
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by Harrisons), suggesting that the 
company might like to see what it 
could achieve with litho. 

Three weeks later, Wally 
returned with the results. Don sat 
in silence for several minutes, 
comparing Questa's essays with the 
artwork. Although the essays

differed from the issued stamps 
(the design by Michael Goaman 
had been amended at the proofing 
stage to include more cloud), he 
concluded that they were identical 
to the artwork. 

'You chaps can really print,' he 
said. For the first time. The House 
of Questa had put itself in the 
frame for winning stamp printing 
contracts. 

The first of these might have 
come in 1978, when Questa was 
approached with regard to printing 
commemorative stamps should 
Scotland's football team win the 
World Cup. Designs were prepared 
in readiness, but optimism about 
Scotland's chances turned out to be 
misplaced... 

There were some concerns within 
Royal Mail about its level of 
dependence on Harrisons as the 
sole supplier of low-value 


definitives and commemoratives, 
and this was exacerbated in 1979 
when industrial unrest at 
Harrisons meant that Enschede in 
the Netherlands had to be asked to 
step in and print a quantity of the 
8p definitive. It was also 
appreciated that litho might make 
more economic sense than gravure 
for special stamp issues. 

As a toe in the water, it was 
decided that one special issue a 
year and certain definitives should 
be printed by litho starting in 1980, 
with both Questa and John 
Waddington of Kirkstall being 
given the opportunity to put the 
promise into practice. 

Definitives 

Questa's first stamp commission 
from Royal Mail was to print the 
75p Machin definitive, which was 
issued on January 20, 1980, quickly

followed by the 2p and 5p S 

definitives, released on May 21. 

Harrisons provided film of the 
Machin portrait of the Queen, but 
of course it had been intended for 
gravure printing. Adjustments 
were needed for litho work, and it 
proved no easy task to replicate the 
graduation seen on existing 
stamps. 

Nevertheless many more 
definitives would follow, including 
4p, 13p, 14p, 17p, 18p, 19p, 20p, 22p, 

24p, 33p, 34p, 39p Machins in the 
days before elliptical perforations, 
some of the earliest 1st class and 
2nd class stamps after non-value- 
indicators were introduced in 1989, 
and Ip, 6p, lOp, 19p, 20p, 25p, 26p, 

30p, 35p and 41p values with 
elliptical perforations from 1994. 

Questa also printed a whole raft 
of Northern Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales country definitives from 
1981 to 1993, and (in booklets) the 
15p and 20p values in the 1990 
'double-head' series celebrating 
the 150th Anniversary of the 
Penny Black. 

Commemoratives 

Meanwhile, the company got its 
first opportunity to show the true 
potential of offset litho for printing 
special issues, with the Sport 
Centenaries stamps which were 
released on October 10, 1980. 

Printing the issue was a huge 
undertaking, and it did not prove 
straightforward. There was a late 
change to the design of the 13V^p 
value (it was felt appropriate that 
one of the rugby players should be 
wearing the Wales kit, because it 
was the centenary of the Welsh 
Rugby Union), and the quantities to 
be printed were increased at short 
notice, to 220,000 sheets. 

The designer, Robert Goldsmith, 
was not advised that his designs 
were to be reproduced in litho, and 
when he heard the news he was 
disappointed, believing they were 
more suited to gravure. 

As it turned out, however, the 
results were excellent, and more 
special issues duly followed. 

Royal Mail switched from 
deciding which issues would be 
litho-printed once the designs were 
in hand, to advising the designers 
in advance so they could make sure 
their work was suitable, and this 
helped Questa to demonstrate the 
quality it could achieve. 

After initially alternating with

Waddingtons in producing an 
annual litho set, the company was 
asked to print at least one set every 
year in the second half of the 1980s, 
and more than one a year through 
most of the 1990s and the early 
2000s. In 1998, three consecutive 
special issues were litho-printed by 
The House of Questa. 

Indeed, Questa proved the value 
of the process so effectively that by 
the end of the millennium rivals 
such as Harrisons, Enschede and 
Walsall were also printing special 
issues using litho.

deadlines for the Crown Agents, to 
ensure that stamps for other 
countries reached them on time. 

The House of Questa already met 
the necessary security 
requirements, thanks to its work 
for the Crown Agents, but Royal 
Mail installed its own resident 
security officer, as was accepted 
practice in those days. 

Every sheet of printed stamps 
had to be inspected several times, a 
task undertaken by a team of 20. 
Every sheet of paper had to be 
accounted for, and after each issue 
had been completed the films and 


plates had to be destroyed under 
supervision. Perfection was always 
essential, and might mean that an 
entire print-run had to be scrapped 
and begun afresh. 

At first, the work was placed by 
Royal Mail on a non-tendering 
basis. Subsequently, printers had to 
tender for contracts, often for 
five-year periods, and there was 
frequent pressure to reduce prices. 

Part of the strength of The House 
of Questa lay in the loyalty of its 
staff, and its relationship with the 
print unions. The attitude taken 
was always one of compromise, 
never confrontation, so labour 
disputes were never a problem. 

Booklets 

When retail stamp books were 
introduced in 1987, much of the 
printing was done by Harrisons 
and later Walsall, but Questa was 
asked to be an additional supplier, 
starting with quantities of the 
10 X 14p and 10 x 19p 'window' 
booklets in 1988. 

Frustratingly, Royal Mail was 
insistent that the covers of these 
booklets should have an aperture 
or 'window' through which the 
contents could be seen, even when 
Questa suggested that simply 
illustrating the contents would be 
just as effective. Special equipment 
had to be developed to create the 
aperture and affix the acetate 
covering, only for Royal Mail to 
decide within a year that Questa 
had been right all along! 

Booklet production also 
required new counting and 
wrapping equipment, as specified 
by Royal Mail. 

Questa continued printing 
booklets through the 1990s and 
into the early 2000s, when it was 
responsible for many of the early 


Security printing 

Working for Royal Mail brought its 
challenges. There was tight control 
on everything from auditing to 
ensuring that the phosphor used 
met its operational requirements. 
When the whip was cracked, 
Questa had to comply. 

But the three directors also knew 
that the flow of commissions could 
be terminated at short notice, so it 
was important not to treat the 
Royal Mail work as paramount, 
and to respect the needs of other 
clients. Printing British stamps was 
clearly prestigious, but no less 
important was meeting shipping

The £10 definitive 

The House of Questa's greatest 
challenge of all was printing the 
£10 definitive of 1993, the 
highest-value postage stamp 
Britain has ever issued, with its 
many in-built security features. 

Its development involved trials 
being undertaken by both 
Harrisons and Questa, of designs 
by Jeffery Matthews and by 
Mike Denney of the Roundel 
Design Group. 

The Matthews design used the 
Machin portrait, and Questa's trials 
had an embossed portrait and a 
background of 'RM' in repeated 
fluorescent letters. The Denney 
design featured Britannia, and the 
initial Questa trials included the 
use of silver foil die-stamping and 
braille embossing. 

The Britannia design was chosen 
by Royal Mail, but Roundel was 
asked to modify it to make her 
more recognisable (the final 
artwork was produced by Barry 
Craddock) and Questa was asked 
to incorporate not only silver foil 
and braille but also fluorescent ink 
and elliptical perforations. 

The result was eventually 
selected for issue. To this day, not 
all of the security features 
incorporated in the stamp have 
been revealed, but they also 
included the use of special paper 
impregnated with fluorescent 
fibres. 

The total face value of the stamps 
to be printed was a concern not

only for Royal Mail but also for 
Questa's insurers. Special 
packaging was devised which left 
the corners of the sheets exposed, 
so that the number of sheets inside 
could be checked without fully 
opening it. 

Exit strategy 

In 1984 a take-over bid had been 
received from Waddingtons, which 
understood that Royal Mail wanted 
only two suppliers of litho printing 
and feared it might be the company 
to lose out. Since the three men 
who had established Questa 
realised by this time that their 
children were not interested in 
carrying on the business, they 
decided to accept. 

Waddingtons retained the 
expertise of Wally, Charles and 
Ken, and at first the two operations 
continued to trade as separate 
entities. Then in 1986 Waddingtons 
decided to concentrate its security 
printing under the Questa name. 

Charles and Wally left the 
organisation shortly before the 


Waddington Group was split up 
and the MDC Corporation of 
Toronto became the new owners of 
The House of Questa in 1996. 

By this time, the tide had turned 
against litho to an extent, in that an 
increasing number of litho-printed 
forgeries led Royal Mail to decide 
to revert to gravure for definitives. 
Gravure presses could not be 
installed at Camberwell, partly due 
to lack of space and partly due to 
problems removing the effluent 
created by the process, so the 
company was moved to Byfleet in 
Surrey, where MDC already had a 
printing plant and where gravure 
presses were installed. As a result, 
some of Questa's later definitives 
and commemoratives, from 1998, 
were uncharacteristically printed 
in gravure. 

In 2002 the company was 
acquired by De La Rue, and at the 
start of 2003 the Questa name was 
dropped. Its last entry into the 
Great Britain catalogue was the 
Extreme Endeavours set issued on 
April 29, 2003. ■

Malta's first high value stamp of 1886 might have been an afterthought, but the 
grandeur of the 5s rose made it a very attractive addition to the inaugural issue 


■ Report by John Winchester 

B ritain's Mediterranean naval 
base of Malta began issuing 
its own stamps in 1860, with 
the celebrated Vzd yellow. This 
would remain in service for 25 
years for internal postage, while 
overseas mail was franked with the 
stamps of Great Britain. 

In 1885, however, responsibility 
for postal administration was 
transferred from London to 
Valletta, and Malta finally needed 
a full range of denominations. 

Following a report prepared by 
the Island Postmaster detailing 
what would be required, based 
upon sales of British stamps during 
the previous year, six values 
ranging from Vzd to Is were 
released on January 1. 

In the past, high values had been 
little used, with only 560 sold in the 
year up to March 1883, so the

excluded high values from his 
thinking. Within three months 
he was regretting that' 


Island Postmaster had excluded 
them from his thinking. But within 
three months, as parcel post from 
the colony began to boom, he was 
already regretting his decision. 

A hurried request was made to 
the Crown Agents for 'a distinctive 
5s design, which should be a good 
deal larger than those already 
supplied, clearly exhibiting the 
eight-pointed cross of Malta.' 

The printer, De La Rue, responded 
efficiently and within just three 
days sent the Crown Agents a

design, together with a quotation of 
£50 for producing the die and an 
additional £50 for a plate of 120. 

It was a pleasing piece of work, 
featuring Jean Joubert's Diadem IV 
head of Queen Victoria, enclosed 
within the large medallion of the 
eight-pointed cross, a symbol of the 
Knights Hospitallers' gallant 
defence of the island against the 
Turks in the great siege of 1565. 

Four smaller angled crosses filled 
the spaces between the four arms, 
while panels at the top and bottom 
simply carried the country name 
and denomination, with two 
further crosses for good measure. 

De La Rue acknowledged that the 
projected colour, rose, was the 
same as that of the Id stamp, but 
felt that the much larger size and 
distinctive appearance of the 5s 
should obviate any confusion.

An order was placed for 125 
sheets, totalling 15,000 stamps, 
printed by typography on paper 
with a Crown CC watermark, 
perforated 14. 

The consignment was shipped to 
the island ready to be placed on 
sale on January 1, 1886, exactly one 
year after the low values. 

Essentially intended for use on 
parcels, with the likelihood of 
being heavily cancelled and then 
damaged or discarded on receipt, 
the 5s rose became a sought-after 
stamp on the philatelic market, as 
well as being much admired for its 
style and grandeur. 

Its scarcity, though, was 
tempered by its longevity. Just like 
the original 1860 Vzd, the 5s would 
have a lifespan of 25 years, 
remaining in use until 1911. ■

The great divide 

Racial segregation in South Africa in the 20th century extended to separate post 
office queues and even different postal markings. Cancellations, cachets and labels 
provide evidence of the invidious discrimination that existed even before Apartheid 

■ Report by Steve Hannath 


U ntil the demise of the 
Apartheid regime in 
South Africa in 1994, it is 
well documented that 
black native Africans had been 
treated as inferiors by the white 
European colonisers for 
generations, restricted in where 
they could live and work and 
excluded from government. 

Most philatelists know that 
racial segregation extended to 
making people of different races 
queue at separate post office 
counters, or use different post 
offices altogether. 

What is less well known is that 
the mail sent by blacks and Asians 
was often treated differently 
too, given distinguishing 
"Non-European' or 'Non-White' 
postmarks and labels. 

As whites were for many years 
the main users of postal services, 
examples of these are quite difficult 
to find. But it is possible to come 
across some of this remarkable 
postal history in the UK, and new 
discoveries are still being made. 



ABOVE: The uninitiated might assume that this 
cancellation of 1943 was from a post office in the 
north-east of Pretoria.

Origins of segregation 

As the colonies in southern Africa 
were never a popular destination 
for European immigrants in the 
19th century, the number of whites 
remained relatively small. 
Population growth came from 
unskilled black people moving 
from rural areas to the new white- 
dominated towns in search of 
work. Uneasy whites called this 
migration the 'Native Problem'. 

Por most but not all whites, the 
answer was segregation. As the 
colonial master in southern Africa, 
Britain attempted to restrict the 
free movement of people. Although 
generally liberal and well-meaning, 
British colonial administrators 
initiated practices that became the 


foundation of segregationist 
legislation. 

Attempts to control native 
migration into the Eastern Cape 
began as early as 1809, with the 
first 'pass laws' restricting 
movement through the need for 
internal passports. In 1849, 
administrators in Natal introduced 
'native reserves', separate areas for 
black Africans which were the 
forerunners of the later 
'Bantustans' or 'homelands'. In the 
Northern Cape in 1885, the mining 
magnate Cecil Rhodes began 
restricting his migrant workers to 
crowded, all-male compounds. 

Alongside the 'Native Problem' 
was the 'Indian Problem'. Indian 
labourers had been migrating to 
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1910 Early Non-European 
handstamp 

'Non-European' postmarks began to appear in around 1906, before 
the Union of South Africa. This is an early example of what was 
possibly the Transvaal's first such handstamp, a Krugersdorp 
cancellation with '(N)' (for Native), dated December 17, 1910. 
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'A post office for the exclusive use of Indian and 
native workers, opened in Pretoria in 1914, is believed 
to have been the first in the Union of South Africa 
to use a race-identifying handstamp' 


1914 Pretoria Indo-Native handstamp 


The Pretoria Indo-Native Office, for the exclusive 
use of urban Indians and natives, was opened on 
July 1, 1914, and is believed to be the first Union of 
South Africa post office to use a race-identifying 
handstamp. 

This remarkable recent find is the earliest known 
example, on a registered cover to India, dated July 9, 
1914, eight days after the office opened. 

Apparently it was only the second registered letter 
sent from there.

Natal since 1860, rapidly growing 
into a large Asian community, and 
most whites viewed them no 
differently from natives. 

Part of this community for a 
while was Mohandas Gandhi, the 
lawyer who would later become 
world famous as the leader of 
Indian nationalism. On visiting the 
Durban post office in 1895, he was 
angered to find two entrances: one 
reserved for whites, and the other 
for both Indians and natives. 

Gandhi opposed Indians being 
placed on the same level as the 
natives, and successfully petitioned 
the Natal government for a third 
entrance for the use of Asians. 

Township post offices 

By 1900 most white-dominated 
towns had a black 'location' or 
'township' on its outskirts, a 
separate urban residential area 
where black workers and their 
families were required to live by 
law. In 1905, some of these were 
given a post office agency. 

No early example of the 
postmarks used by these agencies 
is known to survive, but later 
handstamps have 'Location', 
'Location/Lokasie', 'Loc-Lok', 'Loc', 
'Lok', 'Lo' or 'L/O' after the town 
name, or occasionally before it. 

Designated 'Non-European' 
handstamps began to appear as 
early as 1906, but again there seem 
to be no surviving covers from 
this period. 

Entrenched racism 

A more assertive period of 
segregation began when the 1910 
Act of Union brought the Cape 
Colony, Natal, the Orange River 
Colony and Transvaal together as 
the Union of South Africa. This 
entrenched political power in 
British and Boer hands, uniting 
them as white South Africans. 

Racist legislation soon followed. 
African land ownership was 
restricted by the 1913 Native Land 
Act, and all urban areas were 
officially declared 'white' by the 
1923 Native Urban Areas Act. 

Heralding the segregationist 
future, a new post office for the 
exclusive use of Indian and native 
workers was opened in the centre 
of Pretoria, the executive capital of 
the Union, in 1914. Called the 
Pretoria Indo-Native Office, it is 
believed to have been the first 
Union post office to use a t>

1923 Early 
Indian Office 
handstamp 

The earliest recorded example 
of an Indian-specific 
postmark is this Tndian 
Office Durban' cancellation 
dated May 5, 1923. 

Indian post offices had 
existed in Natal for many 
years, and since 1884 in 
Durban. Segregation was 
normal, but mail sent by all 
races initially received the 
same cancellation. 



1924 Pretoria Indo-Native handstamp 

This registered letter from the Pretoria Indo-Native Office, dated November 19, 1924, has 
what appears to be the same unilingual datestamp as used in 1914 but with 'South 
Africa' removed. 

Addressed to Basutoland it suggests that black migrant workers were beginning to use 
the post office to send money securely back from urban areas to tribal areas, in this case 
via the offices of a clergyman. 



race-identifying handstamp. 

After the segregationist National 
Party in alliance with the 'whites 
only' Labour Party gained power 
in 1924, serving blacks and Asians 
at separate counters or post offices 
became standard practice. 

Distinctive handstamps 

It was around this time that larger 
post offices began to employ 
different cancellations to 
distinguish mail posted by 
different races. 

Native Africans and Asians were 
grouped together under the 
despised blanket descriptions 
'Non-European' and 'Non-White' 

— translated as 'Nie Europeane' 
and 'Nie Blankes', after South 
Africa was officially declared a 
bilingual country in 1925 and state 
communication was required to be 
in both English and Afrikaans. 

Eitting bilingual race descriptions 
into limited space on post office 
handstamps, cachets and labels 
was not easy, and different 
approaches to it included 'Non 
Eur/Nie Eur', 'NB NE', 'NB/NE', 
'NB', 'NE', 'N-E', 'Non-E', 'NW', 
'N-W' and simply 'N'. 

Where some of these appear after 
a town name, collectors could 


1926-42 Township handstamps 

'Location' handstamps are from the post office agencies set up in black townships on the 
outskirts of white-dominated towns and cities. 

These examples are from Kimberley in the Northern Cape, dated January 19, 1926, and 
Bloemfontein in what was once the Orange Tree State, dated December 10, 1942. 

The Kimberley agency existed from 1921-53, and this was its first of its seven different 
cancellers. The Bloemfontein agency was set up in 1925 and used five different types.

The Pretoria Indo-Native Office 
was succeeded in 1932 by the 
Pretoria Non-European Office 
(Kantoor vir Nie-Europeane). 
This early example of its first 
datestamp, from June 28, 1933, 
shows the difficulty of setting 
bilingual office names in a 
limited space, a requirement 
which would increasingly 
oblige the postal authorities to 
use shorter abbreviations. 




easily mistake them for compass 
points, but they are not! 

Durban's post office uniquely 
used the more polite native word 
'Bantu' to describe its black 
customers from 1939. But as 'Bantu' 
became part of the lexicon of 
Apartheid, its use caused the 
offence it was meant to avoid, and 
inscriptions reverted to 'N-E' 
and 'N-W'.

1938 East London 
Indo-Native handstamp 

This registered first day cover of December 14, 1938, has fine examples of the handstamp 
and cachet of the East London Indo-Native Office. Interestingly, both breach the 
regulation that insisted on bilingual markings, perhaps because they pre-date the 1925 
legislation, although the earliest recorded example of this cancellation is from 1933. 

Addressed to Yorkshire in England, this cover was probably posted by a black man 
on behalf of a white man.

1938 Springs 
parcel handstamp 

This unusual unilingual Non-European 
handstamp is a parcel cancellation from 
Springs, part of the mining region east of 
Johannesburg, in what used to be 
Transvaal. It is thought to have been used 
around Christmas in 1938.

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Elizabeth and Johannesburg, did 
not use race-specifying cancellers 
yet they still practised segregation. 
Numbered handstamps were used 
the counters, and you can 
sometimes work out which were 
assigned to counters serving 'non- 
Europeans' by other postal 
markings on covers, such as 
registration labels. 

Even where discriminatory 
postal markings were used, they 
were not applied in every instance. 
Examples exist of hybrid covers 
with normal handstamps but 
'Non-European' registration labels 
and cachets, or vice versa. 

Postal history 

Since they were not used in three 
of the four biggest cities, and barely 
used in the hundreds of rural post 
offices, 'Non-European' 
cancellations are relatively hard for 
postal historians to find, but by no 
means impossible. 

They most often originate from 
cities with a large surrounding 
black population, such as Durban 
and East London, from the 
industrialised mining towns of the 
Witwatersrand region, with their 
large native workforce, and from 
Pretoria, the administrative capital. 


1943 Durban Bantu 
handstamp 

Durban's post office uniquely used the native 
word 'Bantu' rather than 'Non-European' to 
distinguish its black customers, from around 1939. 

The wide 'U' identifies this example, dated 
March 16, 1943, as the second of seven recorded 
'Durban Bantu' handstamps, and the matching 
registration cachet is rare. 

This cover appears to have been posted by a 
black man on behalf of a white philatelist. 




DID YOU KNOW? 




Apartheid was exported from South Africa to 
South West Africa (now Namibia), which it 
governed under a United Nations mandate until 
1966 and without 
such international 
recognition until as 
late as 1990. 

Non-European 
handstamps from 
South West Africa 
are uncommon, but 
here is an example 
from Otjiwarongo in 
February 1964. 


1953 Durban 
Non-European label 

This registered letter of October 1, 1953, posted at Durban post office, 
has a normal handstamp with no racial identifier but a 'Non- 
European' registration label, showing that segregation postal 
markings were not always applied consistently. 

It must have been mailed by a black man, probably on behalf of a 
white employer, so we can assume that handstamp Nol03 must have 
been in use at a 'Non-European' counter, even though it was not 
designated as such. 
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1955 Township cover 

This registered letter of June 22, 1955, was posted at The Duncan 
Village, a black township outside East London, and the cachet shows 
the post office's second-class status. 

The post office would later be burnt down in an anti-Apartheid riot 
in 1985, precipitating the Duncan Village Massacre in which 31 
protestors were killed.

1957 Rural Non-European 
handstamp 

'Non-European' handstamps were 
rarely used in small country post 
offices, but this is an interesting 
exception. 

Dated December 6, 1957, it is from 
Lindley, a small farming town in the 
former Orange Eree State. 



1969 Non-White 
handstamp 

During the Apartheic 
the abreviation 'NW' 

(Non-White) became 
more widely used 
on Non-European 
handstamps. This 
example is from 
Kempton Park, 
north-east of 
Johannesburg.

Examples of mail between two 
black correspondents appear to be 
more scarce than letters posted by 
black servants or messengers on 
behalf of white individuals or 
businesses. 

Apartheid era 

In 1948, D E Malan's National Party, 
in alliance with the Afrikaner 
Party, won power in South Africa 
with just 37% of the whites-only 
vote, but claimed to have a 
mandate to re-engineer society 
with an uncompromising 
segregationist policy called 
Apartheid (separateness). 

From 1953 the Reservation of 
Separate Amenities Act forced 
segregation on all who resisted it. 

As opposition to Apartheid grew, 
both domestically and 
internationally, the state's response 
in 1961 was to withdraw from the 
Commonwealth and declare itself a 
republic, following a referendum in 
which, of course, only whites were 
permitted to vote. ■

FORGOTTEN COUNTRIES 


Going to the polls 


Marienwerder entered and left the stannp catalogue in the space of six months in 
1920, in the anticipation of a plebiscite over whether it should be German or Polish 


■ Report by Adrian Keppel 


O ne of the pillars of the 

peace conference held in 
Paris after World War I 
was the idea of self-determination 
for the peoples of central Europe 
following the collapse of the 
German and Austrian empires. As 
a result, the Treaty of Versailles 
facilitated a number of plebiscites, 
giving the inhabitants of disputed 
regions the opportunity to decide 
which country they wanted to be 
part of. 

One of these was to be held in 
Marienwerder, a district of Prussia 
about 40 miles south-east of 
Danzig, to decide whether it would 
remain in Germany or be handed 
over to the newly re-established 
state of Poland. 

An Interallied Commission was 
set up in February 1920 to 
supervise the plebiscite, and in the 
lead-up to the vote in July it was 
also in control of the postal 
arrangements in the district. 

One of the Commission's first acts 
was to prohibit the sale of German 
stamps from March 12, and issue a 
new set of Marienwerder stamps 
on the same day. 

Printed by Coen & Co in Milan, 

'The stamps were printed in sheets of 150, 
with four stamp-sized spaces left unused' 


Italy, the lithographed set of 14 
values shared a single design, an 
allegory of Populi Voluntas (the Will 
of the People) comprising a 
crowned woman holding the fasces 
as a symbol of juctice and flanked 
by flags. It was inscribed 
'Commission Interalliee' at the top 
and 'Marienwerder' at the bottom. 

Denominated from 5pf to 5m in 
the German currency that 
remained in use locally, the stamps 
were printed in sheets of 150, 
which worked out in such a way 
that four stamp-sized spaces were 
left unused in each sheet, instead 


being printed with the text 
'Commission Interalliee de 
Gouvernement et de Plebiscite de 
Marienwerder/150 Timbres-Poste' 
and the relevant value. 

Blocks containing these labels are 
now highly sought after, and there 
are watermark and perforation 
varieties to collect, too. 

Also among the key items in 
Marienwerder philately are covers 
bearing the invalidated German 
stamps, after some post offices 
continued to use them due to 
delays in the printing, delivery and 
distribution of the new stamps.

When the plebiscite was held on 
July 11, 1920, the population voted 
overwhelmingly for remaining 
part of Germany, with the outcome 
influenced to an extent by the fact 
that Poland was already at war 
with communist Russia. 

Marienwerder was officially 
restored to Germany on August 16, 
and the German postal authorities 
took control once again. The 
Commission stamps were 
invalidated on September 14, 
although they could be exchanged 
for German stamps for another 
fortnight after that. 

Marienwerder remained German 
only until 1945, when it finally 
became part of Poland. It still is, 
under the name Kwidzyn. ■ 


A second set, issued during July 
and August, had the same design, 
values and colours but the 
inscription at the top changed to 
'Plebiscite'. 

Concurrent with both these sets 
were provisional issues of German 
stamps with the overprint 
'Commission Interalliee 
Marienwerder' and in some cases 
with a surcharge. 

With the overprinting carried out 
on part-sheets of 20 or 50 stamps, 
and many trial printings and 
proofs coming onto the philatelic 
market, a large specialised 
collection could be formed of all 
the different types and varieties, 
mint or on cover.

Q. How to Build a Good Stamp Collection 
A. (Hint) If it's easy - maybe it is TOO easy... 
1 0+ 'TOP TiPS' for Successful Collecting 

As many of you know I made the decision to give up collecting 
when I started full-time in the trade 43 years ago. But here's what 
I perceive as a mistake I made in terms of re-sale value and in 
enjoyment. If you are not bothered about VALUE then you don't 
need to read further... 


What I collected then was easy to source. It was 
good quality. They were (and still are) lovely stamps 
but they would be worth less now than when I col- 
lected and that’s more than 40 years ago. The basic 
mistake I made then was thinking that ‘easy’ made 
for a good stamp collection. Yes, 'eas/ made for a 
lovely collection but I could buy those same stamps 
- in the SAME quality — from any number of differ- 
ent sources. I still can today ... so if I can buy them 
easily today — will their value have appreciated? Has 
demand for what is/was easily available increased? 
The answer is a firm NO. 

TIP As an ‘aside’. In particular be wary of inertia’ sell- 
ing delivery systems - where you pay on direct debit 
/ standing order system / monthly invoice. These sys- 
tems usually hide the highest mark-ups in our in- 
dustry and the lowest recovery value when it comes 
to sale. You are going to find this story particularly 
incredible - but about 13 years ago I was once called 
to clear a house-full of stamps. The owner had died 
leaving many lOO's of unopened New Issue deliv- 
ery envelaues. I opened one of the oldest envelopes. 
Inside was a note from the supplier saying sorry they 


had not delivered the MINT 1929 PUC £1 ! Ah well, 
I thought “such is life” - the collection included both 
mint Wembleys + literally masses more. Imagine my 
surprise when the next envelope opened included a 
MINT PUC £1 with a note saying “we found one for 
you” (and then the realisation that this High Value 
stamp had lain inside the same envelope for so long 
that it had a large brown Vust-spot’ on the reverse! 

Returning to subject: So, what forms the basis of 
a GOOD stamp collection if I want fresale VALUE’? 

TIP 1). The answer is, as usual, a combination of fac- 
tors ... BUT, if you think in terms of desirability and 
then dial in quality ... this makes for a collection 
that others will wish to purchase. Of course collect- 
ing means that some of the stamps you source will be 
easily available ... but if ALL the stamps you collect 
are easily available and on average they cost very 
little each ... then you may have l,000"s of different 
stamps whose value lies in the actual handling cost 
of the supplier - not in their intrinsic value. So when 
it comes to selling this may result in little / no inter- 
est. Of course it goes without sa 3 dng TIP - Always 
collect the Best Quality that you can afford* 


Where Do I Source Good Stamps ? 


2) . Sadly in some senses, the Philatelic World has 
changed. Gone are the days when in 1980 100,000 
different Collectors descended upon the 1980 Inter- 
national Stamp Exhibition at Earls Court. I know be- 
cause I was there. An International Stamp Show in 
the Vest’ today may be lucky to see 10,000 visitors. A 
stamp fair today in a local village / town may be lucky 
to see 30 visitors let alone 20 actual buyers ... when 
you consider that 15 dealers may have travelled to 
such a venue - is it any surprise that many Collec- 
tors may see the same stamps they saw at that same 
venue a month before? 

3) . No, the answer is that Stamp Collecting is alive 
and well - stamps shops are all but defunct — but 
‘underground’ - on-line, by mail-order and at auction 
things are still ‘humming’ depending upon whom you 
are dealing with. So, let’s look at potentially / proba- 


bly the biggest sourcing area of the hobby apart from 
retail which is fairly self-explanatory ... and that is 
bidding / buying at Stamp Auction. 

4). Nowadays there are three types of stamp 
auction; - Pure Internet / Public - (including on-line 
bidding) / Postal (Mail-Bid Sales - including on-line). 
Each has its strengths and weaknesses. Let’s start 
with Pure Internet live auctions, I won’t mention 
names but in some senses these are today’s equiva- 
lent of the ‘Wild West’. As fast as these internet Giants 
catch up with the some of the crooks using them, the 
crooks move a step ahead ... many internet bidders 
using them are Tiooked’. 

TIP 4a). They have become ‘live auction obsessed’ 
unwilling/ not capable of looking elsewhere - thinking 
that bidding/ buying this way guarantees value which 
it does not. What happens when they come to sell?

STAMP-ISSUING MICRONATIONS 


Imagined nations 

Stamps from (almost) nowhere are (almost) everywhere. Here are the stories 
behind 10 of our favourite stamp-issuing entities which aren’t really countries at all 

■ Report by Louisa Eastern 



T here are plenty of stamp- 
issuing entities in the 
mainstream catalogues 
which are unfamiliar to most of us, 
but are listed for logical reasons. 
They may be tiny places, or 
colonies which have ceased to exist, 
but they are there because for a 
period of time they were 
autonomous states which ran their 
own postal affairs. 

On the other hand, many stamps 
have been issued, and continue to 
be issued, on behalf of islands or 
towns that are uninhabited or 
barely inhabited, and whose 
autonomy barely stretches beyond 
the promotion of tourism. 

Some may claim to be 'nations', 
or 'micronations', but they are a 
long way from having a seat set 
aside for them at UN Headquarters 
or the Universal Postal Union .

Who issues these stamps from 
(nearly) nowhere, and what are the 
stories that lie behind them? 
Sometimes the truth behind the 
fiction is stranger than fiction itself. 

Clipperton Island 

Named after the English pirate 
John Clipperton, who hid out there 
in 1705, Clipperton Island is a coral 
atoll in the eastern Pacific Ocean 
which was described by the San 
Francisco Call in 1895 as 'a guano 
field nine miles in circumference'. 

Despite the rival claims of France 
(its overlord today) and Mexico (its 
closest mainland neighbour), the 
island was at the time under the 
control of the American Oceanic 
Phosphate Company, which set up 
business there from 1892-97 to 
exploit its abundant natural 
resource: bird dung. 


Although the number of miners 
working on the island never rose 
above a dozen, it was also in 1895 
that Clipperton Island began to 
issue its own stamps, ostensibly to 
pay for the carriage of mail from 
the small resident team of 
miners to their friends and families 
in the USA. 

Printed in San Francisco by 
W Frese & Co, the set comprised 10 
values in six different designs, 
illustrating the atoll, its birds and 
its crayfish. Their values ranged 
from Ic up to $1, with the top value 
inscribed 'Express'. 

At the time, MekeeVs Weekly Stamp 
News denounced the stamps as a 
'barefaced speculative issue', and 
doubted whether anyone had 
actually used them on mail. 

In fact there is evidence that they 
were postally used, although their

distinctive W Frese & Co San 
Francisco cancellations were 
applied in advance and did not 
tie them to the covers on which 
they appear. 

Clipperton Island is now an 
overseas territory of France. 

Bouvet Island 

The icy, volcanic, uninhabited 
island of Bouvet in the South 
Atlantic Ocean, more than 1,000 
miles south-west of the southern 
tip of Africa, is so isolated that after 
its initial discovery in 1739 it wasn't 
rediscovered until 1927. 

It was then successfully claimed 


by Norway, but its only set of 
stamps would be issued at the 
instigation of the British. 

When a British Expedition set off 
for a visit aboard HMS Milford in 
February 1934, her Captain, 

H C Phillips, presumably a 
philatelist, asked the permission of 
the Norwegian Consulate in Cape 
Town to overprint some stamps to 
commemorate the occasion. 

Norwegian definitives with 
values of So, 70, IO 0 , 2 O 0 and 300 
were duly overprinted 'Bouvet 
Oya' (Bouvet Island), in quantities 
ranging from just 69 to 305, and 
those used on cover were later 




handstamped in Cape Town with 
the date of Milford's visit. 

On returning home in 1938, 
Phillips fastidiously wrote to 
Stanley Gibbons giving details of 
the issue, but the Norwegian 
government refused to recognise 
its validity. 

Bouvet Island's stamps have 
remained in a state of limbo ever 
since, although that hasn't limited 
their appeal to collectors. |>

Thule 

Thule (now called Qaanaq) in 
north-west Greenland is one of the 
most northerly towns in the world, 
at above 77° latitude. 

It was established in 1910 as a 
trading station by Knud 
Rasmussen, an anthropologist 
studying the Inuit people, and 
became a mining town producing 
cryolite, which was used in the 
production of bauxite. 

It didn't really need stamps, 
because all mail from Greenland to 


the mother country, Denmark, 
was carried free of charge. 
Nevertheless, the town 
commissioned a set of five in 1935 
to mark the 25th anniversary of its 
founding. The lOo value depicted 
Rasmussen, the 150 the Danish flag 
and Thule mountain, the 250 the 
local church, the 300 some 
walruses, and the 450 a polar bear 
at Cape York. 

Used for local post until 1938, 
when the first stamps of Greenland 
were introduced, they were issued 


with the full permission of the 
postal authority, but it considers 
them to have the same status as 
Christmas seals. 

Qaanaq now has a population of 
around 600, and a United States 
air base. 

Sanda Island 

Sanda is a small island off the 
southern tip of Scotland's Kintyre 
peninsula, sometime called 'Spoon 
Island' because of its shape when 
viewed from nearby Arran. 

It was the final resting place of 
the missionary St Ninian, a 
hideaway for Robert the Bruce 
when he was being pursued by the 
English, and a quiet retreat for Jack 
Bruce from the rock band Cream. 
For 24 years it also issued stamps. 

The local post was established in 
1962, for the benefit of the 
lighthouse keepers and occasional 
visitors, and its stamps attempted 
to attract collectors by covering 
major world themes. Some of the 
most eye-catching were 
imperforate circular stamps 
printed on aluminum foil, to 
commemorate President Kennedy 
in 1963 and celebrate the Mexico 
City Olympics in 1968. 

No stamps have been issued 
since 1986, and the postal service 
seems unlikely to resume any time 
soon. In 2011 the island's 
population officially fell to zero 
when its new owner, intending to 
use it as a personal holiday home, 
closed it to visitors. 

Pabay 

In the 16th century Pabay, a tiny 
island off the east coast of the Isle 
of Skye in Scotland, was the haunt 
of cut-throats and murderers trying 
to escape the clutches of the law. 
More recently it has had a 
population varying from 0 to 20, 
peaking in the holiday season. 

In the 1960s the Whatley family 
was trying to run a pottery and 
knitwear business on Pabay, and 
when the General Post Office 
refused to increase postal 
deliveries from once to twice a 
week they took matters into their 
own hands, using a converted 
lifeboat as a delivery vehicle and 
issuing their own local post 
stamps. 

The first issue, an imperforate 2d 
value produced in 1962, depicted 
the mail boat framed by the 
inscription 'Isle of Pabay Skye/Mail 
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Service/Postcard 2'. Many more 
have followed since, including a 
succession of rouletted sets boldly 
inscribed 'Europa' in the 1960s, and 
more than one issue a year since 
1999, with local people involved in 
choosing the themes. 

Although many small islands 
produce cinderellas to raise 
revenue, Pabay's are still used in

small quantities to pay for the 
carriage of mail to the mainland. 

Rattlesnake Island 

Located in Lake Erie, on the Ohio 
side of the USA's border with 
Canada, Rattlesnake Island may be 
the world's only freshwater island 
that issues stamps. 

A small holiday resort owned by 
a private consortium, its permanent 
residents number just two (a chef 
and a caretaker), but it can boast 
the only local post sanctioned by 
the United States Postal Service. 

It was set up in 1966, at the 
instigation of the island's then 
owner, James Prackelton, a 
Cleveland stamp dealer, after he |>

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failed to convince the USPS of the 
need for regular deliveries and 
collections. 

A set of airmail stamps was 
issued in August 1966, including a 
5c for the postcard rate, showing a 
chart of the local islands, a 10c for 
the letter rate, showing an aerial 
view and a Ford Tri-Motor plane, 
and a 25c for the parcel rate, 
showing a US Coast Guard boat in 
the harbour. 

Triangular designs followed, 
and an equally distinctive 
diamond-shaped cancellation, in a 
deliberate attempt to differentiate 
the stamps from USPS issues. 

The Rattlesnake Island Post was 
suspended in 1989 when Frackelton 
sold the island. It restarted again in 
2005 but was closed in 2013 after 
Frackelton's death. 

Brecqhou 

The island of Brecqhou, a tenement 
of Sark (part of the Bailiwick of 
Guernsey) in the Channel islands, 
is home to only a few dozen people. 

Due to Brecqhou's unusual and 
disputed historical status, its 
owners, known as tenants, have 
some unique privileges, which 
include the right to issue stamps, or 
more correctly carriage labels. 

The first tenant to do so was

Leonard Matchan, on September 
30, 1969, with a six-stamp set 
illustrating a gull on the three 
lower values, the unofficial 
Brecqhou flag on two higher 
values, and a helicopter (the easiest 
means of access) hovering over the 
island on the top value. 

Bizarrely these stamps, inscribed 
'Brechou', were valid only on the 
day of issue, because local postal 
services were banned by the 
newly established postal 
administration of Guernsey from 
the following day. 

Regardless of this, stamp 
production resumed in 1999, six 
years after the island was 
purchased by the billionaire 
Barclay brothers. Sir David and Sir 
Frederick, whose substantial 
business interests include the 


Telegraph Media Group. 

Since then, new stamps have 
been issued intermittently, 
inscribed 'Brecqhou', initially 
imperforate but perforated since 
2003. Although not postally valid, 
they sell well and raise money for 
charity. They very much reflect the 
interests of the Barclay brothers, to 
the extent that a 2004 issue 
honoured the Daily Telegraphl 

Hutt River Province 

The self-styled Principality of Hutt 
River, which occupies 29 square 
miles north of Perth and has a 
population of about 20, is a 
micronation which claims 
independence from Australia. 

Leonard Casley and his 
neighbours declared sovereignty in 
1970, in response to a dispute with 
the government of Western 
Australia over what they saw as 
unfair wheat quotas. They started 
issuing their own currency and 
stamps in 1973, although Australia 
Post refused to carry Hutt River 
mail from 1976, forcing it to be 
redirected via Canada. 

In response to repeated demands 
for the payment of overdue taxes, 
Hutt River actually declared war 
on Australia in 1977. The cunning 
Casley notified the authorities of

the cessation of hostilities several 
days later, trying to take 
advantage of a legal loophole 
which effectively granted 
sovereignty to any country 
'undefeated in a state of war'. 


Australia still declines to 
recognise the Principality, but in 
1980 a court in Perth ruled that its 
currency and postage stamps were 
valid, and Casley is now classed as 
a non-resident for tax purposes.

Hutt River's annual stamp issues 
have often raised a smile, 
especially those celebrating 'Prince 
Leonard' and the matriarch of the 
Hutt River royal family, 'Princess 
Shirley', who died in 2013. 

Staffa Island 

The tiny Scottish island of Staffa, 
one of the Inner Hebrides just west 
of Mull, is visited daily by trip 
boats viewing the basalt columns 
of FingaTs Cave, but has been 
uninhabited since being |>

abandoned in 1798. 

But that didn't prevent the 
controversial stamp dealer Clive 
Feigenbaum from persuading the 
Laird of Staffa, Alistair de 
Watteville, to grant him the right to 
produce Staffa stamps in the 1970s. 

Feigenbaum is believed to have 
produced more than 200 different 
designs, inscribed 'Staffa' and

'Scotland', and they still regularly 
crop up for sale on the philatelic 
market, often with bogus 
postmarks. 

They were promoted as 'local 
post' issues, but in reality the 
island had no post office. It did 
have one postbox, for the use of 
tourists on the trip boats, but any 
mail posted there had to be taken 
back to Mull or the mainland to be 
entered into the postal system. In 
any case the Laird admitted in 
1977, in an interview with the 
Sunday Times, that the box hadn't 
been emptied since 1975! 

Most controversial were several 
series of stamps printed with 
23-carat gold foil, including one 
produced to commemorate the 
United States Bicentennial in 1976 
and another to mark the Queen's 
Silver Jubilee in 1977. 

The British Philatelic Federation 
warned that these had 'absolutely 
no validity as postage stamps', but 
that didn't stop American collectors 
flocking to buy sets priced at $20 
each, with a total retail price 
estimated at $5.2m. 


Caldey Island 

Lying just off the coast of 
Pembrokeshire in south-west 
Wales, Caldey is one of Britain's 
'holy islands', inhabited mainly by 
around 40 Cistercian monks. 

But it has its own post office and 
postage stamps, and even its own 
currency: the dab, named after the 
small fish that is found in great 
numbers in local waters. 

In order to facilitate the postal 
service, one of the monks is 
appointed sub-postmaster and the 
monastery receives payments from 
Royal Mail for transporting the 
mail to the mainland. 

It was in 1973, that the island first 
joined the ranks of local post 
providers, when it issued its own 
stamp in an attempt to raise funds 
for renovation work on the 
monastery. The earliest stamps 
featured Caldey Abbey Church and 
St David's Church, and were priced 
at 20-dabs (equivalent to 2p). 

In 1979 a four-stamp set showed 
the monastery buildings, to mark 
the 50th anniversary of the arrival 
of the Cistercian Order. ■

Perhaps then they realise that only some of what 
they may have ghstening is 'gold'* Indiscriminate 
internet auction bidders buying 1,000's of low price 
items may have spent large sums IN TOTAL ... 
but may not have created desirable collections. The 
cost of a low priced item is the labour and cost of 
selling it. Nothing changes when that item comes to 
being re-sold. 

TIP 5). Now let’s look at Public Auction, Yes - you 
will be hard pressed to find a Public Stamp Auction 
that does not accept on-line / live internet bidding. As 
with Tore Internet’ stamp sales — and perhaps even 
more so - ‘Caveat Emptor' (buyer beware becomes 
even more the mantra. Generally individual lots may 
have higher average values so that lots offered are of- 
ten liigher value collections, accumulations or higher 
value sets / singles / rarities. Such auctions are the 
Tiaunts' of dealers and astute buyers ... but risk is at- 
tached, plus the absence of guarantees and the per- 
nicious unpleasant buyePs premium + other charges 
which at certain auctions can convert a £1000 stamp 
purchase into as much as an invoice for £1,300. 

TIP 5a). There are bargains to be had - but it is very 
much a 'big boys' playing field. Some of these auctions 
deliberately under-estimate lots that they know are 
worth far more ... so that they can then have the du- 
bious pleasure of publicising that a £1,000 estimated 
lot realised £10,000, when perhaps their knowledge 
suggested it should have been estimated at upwards 
of £5,000 in the first place ... (hence - how wonderful 
they are). 

TIP 5b). For certain types of lots such as actual Col- 
lections offered fairly intact the absence of guaran- 
tee combined with unreliable estimate means that 
for those who do not physically view a Public Stamp 
Auction and bid 'blind' - this is a dangerous place to 
be. Of course this may work to the advantage of an 
astute bidder who is actually present to physical- 
ly view lots in the auction room. Historically that 
person was usually a Dealer. Perhaps less so these 
days. 

TIP 6). Finally we come to look at Postal Auc- 
tions/ Mail-Bid Sales, First I must profess that I 
have an interest in a Mail-Bid / Postal Auction Sale. 
My company UFA conducts the largest postal auc- 
tions in the UK... What should the Collector or Deal- 
er be looking for here? 

TIP 6a). Most good Postal Auctions including U P A 
offer Collectors a No Quibble Refund Guarantee 
(NQRG) ... and by No Quibble’ I mean ATO Q UIBBLE . 
Look for this - it is crucial. You are probably not 


actually seeing the stamps before bidding ... so no 
guarantee would mean unacceptable risk. 

TIP 6b). Unlike Public Auctions most Postal Auctions 
'break' many collections into smaller 'collector-sized' 
units so that you may find what you seek without 
having to purchase what you do not need - it follows 
that most of the stamps in most postal auctions may 
be owned by the company presenting the auction. It is 
not viable to sell low priced lots on a commission ba- 
sis. Ask yourself why you may be asked to pay a buy- 
er's premium? Is it actually a Vendor's lot or owned 
by 'The House'? 

TIP 6c). The Buyer’s Premium was introduced to 'split' 
cost between buyer and seller so that a low' seller's 
commission looks attractive (if you forget about the 
premium the buyer is paying for the seller's stamps). 
Be aware of this or deal with auctions not charging a 
buyer's premium. You are in control. You can bid any- 
where that you find what you seek - but it is good to be 
aware and informed. 

TIP 6d). Prices Realised are IMPORTANT For some 
unknown reason — even some larger Postal / Mail-Bid 
Auctions still do not produce lists of what their lots 
sold for after the auction. Look for auctions provid- 
ing this feature - it provides reassurance combined 
with a trackable 'snapshot' of current market values 
PLUS what is selling and what is not selling. You can 
learn such a lot from 'Prices Realised' - I study them 
each day. 

TIP 7). Credit Cards. 75% of some auction sales are 
settled by credit / debit card. The Biggest in the land 
has no need to charge you for use of them ... Sheer 
volume of business accesses lowest rates. Why are you 
paying a premium to use your card? Is the supplier 
making a profit upon the extra % you are charged to 
use your card? 

TIP 8). Look for unique 'Collector friendl/ benefits 
that turn the disadvantage of lots not being sold to 
your advantage. U P A, for example, has for the past 
15 years offered their Unique Reducing Estimate 
System (URES) whereby lots are increasingly re- 
duced in estimate price till sold - some have reached 
one penny and then sold. Approaching one million 
lots have been offered through this system. 

TIP 9). Cost of Delivery is one of the most annoying 
hidden costs that collectors absolutely abhor, Look 
for transparency in this area. 

TIP 10). Beware the Seller / Auction NOT including 
Insurance when sending your winnings. 


And Finally We come to choice ••• and mind-set ? 

TIP Without Choice we have nothing. So it follows that you need substantial choice to form a good, 
even great, stamp collection. You cannot do business when each time you Visit’ all you see is what 
you have seen before — stagnating stocks offered at prices that ensure continued stagnation. If 
choice is limited you’ll never find philatelic items you need - or even that you were unaware of 
their existence. That’s the joy of collecting. The thrill of the unexpected, the chance find. You need 
dealers that want to help and auctions that wish to serve - so, in stamps ‘attitude is all’. 

So when you’re searching for a stamp auction compare it against your list above of what to 
look for and if and when you’re offered a ‘No Risk Free Trial’ . . . please turn to P.25 take it Now ♦

Tudor penny blacks! 

Among the rarest and most collectable of all penny black stamps are a set of 
four cinderellas from 1921. Queen Victoria, make way for your ancestors! 


T he celebrations for the 175th 
Anniversary of the Penny 
Black brought to mind a very 
interesting set of British cinderellas, 
the Tudor Penny Blacks'. 

These are a set of four black 
collotype poster stamps, nominally 
priced Id, portraying four of the 
Tudor monarchs: King Henry VIII, 
King Edward VI, Queen Mary and 
Queen Elizabeth L 
They were produced in 1921 by 
George Higlett, an accomplished 
but rather eccentric philatelist who 
was active a century ago. 

Born in 1860, Higlett became a 
collector in 1890, later specialising 
in Trance, Great Britain, Greece, the 
Netherlands and Turkey. 

His philatelic achievements were 
great, gaining a medal for his 
Netherlands exhibit at the London 
Exhibition of 1912, and a gold 
medal for his Turkey exhibit at the 
1923 international. He was invited 
to sign the Roll of Distinguished 
Philatelists in 1925. 

He was regular contributor to the 
Philatelic Journal of Great Britain 
between 1911 and 1922, but what 
gave him his lasting reputation 
were his self-published leaflets and 
booklets, collectively known as the 
Higlett papers. 

In all, he wrote 42 leaflets and 
20 booklets between 1910 and 
1938, many of them being 
distributed at the annual Philatelic 
Congress of Great Britain. Some of 
them were serious treatises, but 
most were satirical essays. 

All of Higlett's booklets 
contained issued stamps, except 
one. Booklet No4, entitled 
Shakespeare As A Stamp Collector

'George Higlett was a signatory of the 
Roll of Distinguished Philatelists, but was 
most renowned for his satirical essays 


and published in 1921, contained 
the four Tudor cinderellas, which 
he had produced himself. 

At the back of the 24-page booklet 
is an imaginary letter from Fred J 
Melville, the founder and President 
of the Junior Philatelic Society, 
presented in Tudor style. 

Only 136 copies were printed. A 
number of them were given out as 
presentation copies, while others 


were sold at five shillings each to 
raise funds of the PCGB. 

It is doubtful whether more than 
two complete sets of the Higlett 
papers survive today, and they 
fetch very high prices in auction. 
We have seen only one set of the 
four perforated stamps from 
booklet No4, and the number 
extant must be very small. ■ 
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Lighthouse Stockbook: The stamp 
album is simple bound with heavy 
cardboard pages. There are 9 crystal 
clear strips per page to hold your 
stamps.

Q One of an Anniversaries & Events set of four stamps from Cyprus in 1993 

commemorated the country's new international waterskiing competition, the 
Moufflon Encouragement Cup. It was issued on May 24 but withdrawn one week 
later, on June 1, as it had been found that in the English script 'Moufflon' had been 
misprinted as 'Mufflon' in error. It was reprinted and then reissued on June 24. 

Oddly, the 'Specimen' stamps on the philatelic market all have the corrected spelling. 
Should there also be examples with the incorrect spelling?

A The raison d’etre of specimen stamps is that stamp-issuing countries send them to 
the Universal Postal Union, so that the UPU can distribute them to all other postal 
administrations worldwide as samples, helping them to identify genuine stamps. 

It must therefore be expected that ‘Specimen’ overprints of the stamp issued on May 24 
were lodged with the UPU, as well as ‘Specimen’ overprints of the reprint issued on June 24. 
Presumably the difference is that the former never made it onto the philatelic market, 

whereas the 
latter did. 

Specimen stamps 
have habitually 
found their way 
onto the market in 
the past, not least 
from the smaller 
British Empire and 
Commonwealth 
countries. 

Often this 
happened because 
they were 
presented to 
dignitaries as gifts, 
and later passed on 
to collectors.

A lt stands for the Latin 
‘Quern deus conservet’, 
which translates as 
‘Whom god preserves’. 

Usually found on ship letters, 
essentially it was added in the 
hope of bringing good luck on 
the perilous journey ahead.

Q The stamp card issued in 1992 for the Edinburgh Castle £2 stamp (NoD4) was 
reprinted in 2000, this time carrying information about the Philatelic Bureau in 
Edinburgh moving from Brandon Street to South Gyle Crescent. 

As far as I am aware, the card was not advertised or placed on sale anywhere. Can you 
tell me how many were printed, how it was distributed and its market value?

A This card was not sold through philatelic outlets, and we were unable to unearth any 
further infornnation about it. 

Since it was not intended as a philatelic itenn, and was presunnably distributed for 
purely pronnotional purposes, there nnay be no record of the nunnber printed, although it 
was presunnably very linnited in connparison with standard stannp cards, which are a popular 
collectable. It is possible that there are very few surviving exannples. 

There have been 
various instances of 
‘PHQ’ cards being used 
by Royal Mail for other 
purposes. Forexannple, 
the card for the 22p 
stannp in the 1990 
Astronomy set (No129b) 
was reprinted later in the 
same year to serve as a 
reply slip for an 
invitation to a Beethoven 
concert. 

Again, the text on the 
reverse was revised for 
the purpose. 



READERS’ RESPONSES 


DENMARK 1852 ESSAYS 

I would like to add two pieces of information to the Q&A item 
about Martin Ferslew’s 1852 essays for the second issue of 
Denmark (June issue, page 74). 

Firstly, the reason why the design depicting King Frederik 
VII was not adopted was because it was thought improper to 
deface the royal portrait with a cancellation. Interestingly, 
this is something which would later affect the way Sicily’s 
stamps portraying King Ferdinand were postmarked, but 


which ultimately was deemed acceptable by most countries. 

Secondly, the well-known philatelist Ernest Wise has 
suggested that the design depicting Mercury was based on a 
portrait of Louise Rasmussen, the ballet dancerwho became 
the King’s mistress when he was Crown Prince, and later his 
morganatic wife under the title of Countess Danner. 

From the photograph of the couple, I leave it to other 
readers to decide whether there is any truth in the story!

Philately Understood 

Dear Colleague, 

One of the problems of producing a 
catalogue is that without prices most 
people will not be interested in buying 
the catalogue! Even today we refer 
to 50 year old reference books such 
as Robson Lowe (Publisher: Billig) 

- a world famous philatelist and 
dealer/auctioneer whose name you 
will find on many expert committee 
certificates. 

You would think that the prices 
/ information in these 50 year old 
catalogues would be useless but how 
wrong you would be. Such specialist 
catalogues are full of information that 
collectors who purchase SG catalogues 
today would find fascinating - such 
as premiums for multiples (always 
useful) and proofs, essays, forgeries 
and the like - surely an opportunity 
there for SG? Quantities printed 
/ issued for example would shed 
so much light on catalogue values 
(Michel often includes this). 

Prices from 50 year old Robson 
Lowe catalogues are easily related 
to catalogue values / prices today. 
Occasionally even now we come 
across unpriced specialist catalogues 

- they may be fine for purists but my 
experience of collectors is that part 
of the attraction to stamps is their 
relative rarity value. We all seek a 
‘find’ and many who search diligently 
will make them ... but in practice so 
many collectors say to me “what is 
your best find?” ... and generally how 
disappointing the answer is. Full time 
‘philatelic professionals’ do not have 
the time to turn each stamp and check 
for watermark / specialist varieties 

- anybody who collects / handles 
stamps knows how stamps ‘suck’ time 
and what a wonderful therapeutic

hobby philately is for those who are 
incapacitated ... 

But to return to the subject of 
catalogues requiring prices one 
must then examine the relationship 
of the catalogue producer to the 
actual market place. So often this 
is overlooked ... yet one only has to 
look at a Stanley Gibbons catalogue 
to see the ‘caveat’ that their minimum 
catalogue price does not necessarily 
reflect value - rather it is the price 
that the only(?) public listed Stamp 
Company on any stock exchange 
worldwide - in stamp terms a large 
company - is prepared to sell that 
stamp for. If your company has a 
market value of &160 million pounds 
and a yearly turnover of &70 million 
then you can not sell Ip stamps for Ip 

- you are forced to have a minimum 
catalogue price .... BECAUSE what 
many people do not realise is that 
Stanley Gibbons catalogue price is 
actually the price that they will supply/ 
sell that stamp in high quality to you. 
In practise I believe their Strand shop 
has long had a minimum selling price 
per stamp/set of regardless of the 
stamp’s market value. 

So, it follows that if you have dozens 
of the same stamp and then thousands 
of different stamps in varying quantity 

- all catalogued by Stanley Gibbons at 
say an average of 50p each ... making 
a theoretical total catalogue value 
of &10,000 .... you may have 20,000 
assorted stamps but your stamp 
holding may literally be worth as little 
as &50 or &2.50 per 1,000 stamps ! 

It is so easy to obtain thousands 
of stamps for so little money. For 
example our Avon Mixtures business 
will sell you a packet of over 2,000 
assorted stamps - all off paper - for 


as little as &15 or less than this to pick 
through. Just consider how much 
catalogue value there must be in this 
packet and how small an amount of 
money we are charging, and what a 
small price is asked for so much fun 
to sort through them. http://www. 
upastampauctions. co.uk/contents/ 
en-uk/d3_Mixtures. html 

Now, let’s turn our attention to the 
status of other catalogue publishers. It 
follows that if you see a recent stamp 
catalogue with minimum catalogue 
values of literally a few pence/cents 
for the most common stamps then 
this is likely to be a more independent 
catalogue publisher pricing stamps 
by scarcity rather than by a minimum 
commercial price at which one could 
theoretically (but not really in practice) 
handle the sale of such a stamp. Such 
catalogue producers are unlikely to 
be able to supply such stamps to you 
at these prices or indeed may not sell 
stamps at all .... but typically low unit 
prices are what you may expect to pay 
for common stamps when purchased 
in mixtures. 

The conclusion to draw is that 
‘catalogue value’ depends upon the 
commercial status of the catalogue 
publisher and price for cheaper 
stamps may be totally unrelated to 
catalogue value.

Loose cannon 


When a small colony was sneakily attacked by a huge submarine, no-one could 
have imagined that it would later celebrate the vessel on one of its stamps 


■ Report by John Winchester 

N amed after a French pirate of the Napoleonic Wars, the 
French submarine Swrcow/ was the largest in the world at 
the outbreak of World War IL She was being refitted in 
Brest when Germany invaded France in 1940, but avoided 
capture by limping across the English Channel to Plymouth. 

Refettled and taken over by the Free French navy, she was sent 
on what was supposed to be a goodwill tour of Canada in 1941, 
but with unintended consequences. Her patriotic crew, 
vehemently opposed to the puppet Vichy Government of France, 
soon had its eyes set on liberating the Vichy-controlled colony of 
St Pierre & Miquelon, an island group off the south coast of 
Newfoundland. 

On the night of December 23, Surcouf crept into the harbour of 
St Pierre, accompanied by three corvettes, and quickly overcame 
the resistance put up by 11 gendarmes, the pro-Vichy Governor 
and a propaganda-broadcasting radio station. 

If the invasion was complete within 15 minutes, the furore 
would last a lot longer. Both Britain and Canada were naturally 
sympathetic to the invasion, but the neutral United States was 
incensed about this military action so close to home. 

To diffuse the situation, Surcouf was despatched towards the 
Pacific Ocean, but she never made it. Her disappearance in 
February 1942 is the stuff of numerous conspiracy theories, not

least because no wreck has ever been found. 

Her moment of glory received a gratifying commemoration, 
however. When St Pierre & Miquelon issued a stamp in 1962 to 
commemorate the 20th anniversary of its Adherence to the Free 
French Government, the submarine was depicted by the colony 
she had infamously attacked. ■
